E d ito r E v en in g N ew s: 
The pub­ 
lic are fully aware th at the present city 
water \vork6 are entirely too small. 
T hat is no doubt what the mayor re ­ 
ferred to as an elephant. 
I t ’s a small 
elephant but if it were off our hands 
every citizen of Benton Harbor would 
tavor a municipal water plant of twice 
the size. If the city had electric power 
for private use it would be in demand 
for printint? presses, laundries, coffec 
grinders, lathes, fans, meat choppers, 
and various other uses to a probable 
extent of a hundred horsepower. 
Bui 
an electric plant is far more easily en­ 
larged than a water plant, so no very 
lartre present outlay need be made to 
provide for doubiiuy the power in the 
future. 
In retjard to the savins’ by 
municipal ownership, the Kansas State 


Laboi* Commission reports the averajre 
cost of water by thiriy-two private 
plants and twenty-six public plants as 
follows: 
Meter rate per 1ÜU0 ijallons, 
private, 
*8 cents: public. 27 cent^; 
lawns, 
private, 
$7.30; public, 
fivt, ronra house, private, $0.16; public, 
$5. 
A further saving lo the people is 
the free supply for tíre hydrants and 
public buildings. 
The same ratio of 
saving is shown with electric lieht 
plants 
Municipal electric lighting is 
in operation in 333 cities in the United 
States, furnishing 20,087 
lights and 
371,440 incandescents, with 70,000 horse 
power. 
Thirty-live of these plants are 
in Michigan and in every case report 
great saving in cost and taxes. 
If Ben­ 
ton Harbor expects to rank among the 
progressive, up-to-date cities, it must 
own Its electric light plant.

It 
was of Chinese manufacture aud was 
brought to Stamford from Glasgow.. 
Mrs. Stockdale, in 1776, is recorded to 
have brought from tho island of Gra­ 
nada, in the West ludies, the first um ­ 
brella seen in Cartmel, Lancashire. 


In 1779 Dr. Spens, a popular physi- 
: ciau, carried an umbrella in tho streets 


j of Edinburgh, and he is credited with 
: introduciug it into tlie Scottish capital. 
John Jameson, a Glasgow surpeon, vis­ 
ited Paris about 1781 or 1782 and 
brought back with him an umbrella, 
which was the first seen in Glasgow, 
where it attracted nnusual attention. 
William Symingtou was the first per­ 
son to carry an umbrella in Paisley. 


It is related by Horace Walpole in 
hi.s account of the punishment of Dr. 
Shebl)orore for libel, Doc. 5, 1758, that 
when ho was in the pillory a footnum 
held over him an umbrella to keep oil’ 
the rain.

Of the many extraordinary drinks 
regularly consumed the blood of live 
horses may perhaps be considered the 
most so. Marco Polo and Cnrpini were 
the first to tell tho world of the practice 
of the Tartars and Mongols opening the 
vein iu their horses’ necks, taking a 
drink and closing tho wound again. As 
far as can bo seen this has been the 
practice from time immemorial. 


There is a w’ine habitually consumed 
in China which is made from the ilesh 
of lambs reduced to paste with milk or 
brui.sed into pulp with rice and then 
fermented. It is exceptionally strong 
and nutritious and powerfully stim­ 
ulating to the physical organism. 


The Laplanders drink a great deal of 
smoked snow water, and one of the na­ 
tional drinks of tho Tonquinese is ar­ 
rack flavored with chickens’ blood. The 
list would scarcely bo complete without 
mention of absinthe, w’hich nmy be call­ 
ed the national spirituous drink of 
France. It is a horrible compound of 
alcohol, ani.se, coriander, fennel. W’orm- 
wood, indigo and sulphate of copper. It 
is strong, nasty and a moral aud phys 
ical poisou. 


Snow T rail« In S icily , 


The principal export from Catania is 
snow, in which a most lucrative trade 
is carried on in Malta and parts of 
southern Italy. It is collected during 
the wintor in hollows in the nmuntains 
and covered with ashes to prevent its 
thawing. 
It is brought down in pan­ 
niers on mules to the coast at night. 
The revenue derived from this source is 
immense and renders the Prince of Pa- 
terno one of the richest men in Sicily. 
Snow is tbe univer.sal luxury from the 
highest to the lowest rank and is sold 
at the rate of 4 cents for 30 ounces. 
Tho imorest cobbler there would rather 
deprive him.self of his dinner than of 
his glass of “ a«]ua gelata. ” 


It is extensively used in hospitals and 
a scarcity of it w’ould be considered al­ 
most as great a misfortune as a famine 
and would occasion popular tumult. 
To guard against such accidents the 
government at Naples has made the 
providing of it a monopoly, tho con­ 
tractors being required to give security 
to tho amount of 00,000 ducats, which 
sum is forfeited ii it can be proved that 
for one hour the supply has not beeu 
equal to the demand.
